To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

AND  SANITATION  COMMITTEE. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  privilege  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1948,  and  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services,  for  which  the  Borough  was  the  Welfare  Authority 
until  the  4th  July,  1948. 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  was  reasonably  satis- 
factory and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  low.  Total 
notifications  fell  from  315  in  1947  to  298  in  1948,  and  of  these 
measles  accounted  for  206.  The  Borough  was  again  com- 
pletely free  from  diphtheria. 

By  investigation  of  all  available  records,  which  were  found 
to  be  incomplete,  by  visiting  and  enquiry  at  school  medical 
inspections  a much  clearer  picture  of  the  immunisation 
position  has  been  obtained,  and  there  is  now  evidence  that 
52-5%  of  the  children  in  the  town  have  been  immunised. 
Judging  by  the  freedom  from  diphtheria,  which  had  previously 
been  very  persistent,  one  feels  that  the  percentage  of  protected 
children  is  much  higher  than  the  records  indicate. 

No  cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurred  this 
year. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  remain  quite  satis- 
factory. The  Death  Rate  at  11  9 shows  little  change  and  is 
about  the  average  for  the  W.R.C.,  although  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  fell  to  10*  8. 

The  Birth  Rate  showed  a marked  slump  from  24- 5 in 
1947  to  19- 8 this  year.  The  fall  has  been  general,  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  being  17' 9. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  remained  the  same  at  39, 
similar  to  the  County  Rate,  but  above  the  rate  for  the  country 
as  a whole  which  reached  a new  low  record  of  34.  No 
maternal  deaths  occurred  in  1948. 

Important  changes  were  brought  about  when  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  came  into  force  on  the  5th  July, 
1948. 

HOSPITALS  : The  Borough  Maternity  Home,  established 
in  1926,  passed  into  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
after  rendering  continuous  and  valuable  service  to  the  town 
for  almost  22  years.  The  following  figures  testify  to  the 
efficiency  of  this  Hospital  : —

The  Goole  and  District  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  was 
opened  in  1910  at  Westfield  Banks  and,  after  over  38  years, 
has  been  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  During 
this  period  3,475  cases  were  admitted  from  the  Borough,  and 
843  cases  from  the  Rural  District,  making  a total  of  4,321 
cases  treated. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  was  not  taken  over  by  the  Hospital 
Board  as  it  was  considered  redundant,  and  so  after  many 
years  service  and  considerable  use  in  the  past  it  has  been 
permanently  closed  down. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES  : On 
the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Borough  Council  ceased  to  be  the 
Welfare  Authority  and  these  Services,  of  which  any  borough 
could  be  proud,  passed  to  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The 
wisdom  of  establishing  the  Divisional  System  well  in  advance 
of  the  “ appointed  day  ” was  quite  apparent  and  the  change- 
over occurred  so  smoothly  that  few  if  any  mothers  realised 
what  had  happened. 

The  Hospital  and  M.  and  C.W.  Services  of  the  Borough 
have  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  public  and,  over  a 
period  of  many  years,  have  been  raised  to  their  present  level 
of  efficiency  by  enlightened  planning,  efficient  administration 
and  devotion  to  duty,  by  Councillors,  Officials  and  Voluntary 
Workers.  It  is  fitting  in  this  Report  for  1948,  which  records 
the  end  of  an  era,  that  due  appreciation  of  the  successful 
efforts  of  all  workers,  past  and  present,  should  be  placed 
on  record. 

The  fine  M.  and  C.W.  Centre  erected  in  1938  by  the 
Borough  is  now  being  put  to  more  extensive  use ; all  the 
Personal  Health  Services  of  the  W.R.C.  for  the  Borough,  and 
the  Specialist  Clinics  for  the  Division,  are  being  held  there. 
A schedule  of  the  various  clinics  being  held  in  the  Centre 
appears  elsewhere  in  the  Report  for  information. 

Finally,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee,  the  Staff  of  the  Department, 
and  the  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  assistance  during  1948.

AND  SANITATION  COMMITTEE. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I present  my  thirteenth  annual  report  regarding  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  inspectorial  staff.  It  is  mostly  in  tabular 
form,  but  there  are  some  features  of  it  to  which  I would 
particularly  direct  your  attention. 

HOUSING. — The  total  number  of  dwellings  which 
became  available  for  re-housing  during  the  year  was  108, 
made  up  as  follows  : —

Sixteen  of  the  traditional  houses  were  flats  let  to  aged 
couples  or  single  persons.  The  12  converted  huts  in  Centenary 
Road  let  this  year  and  the  16  occupied  by  the  families  who 
squatted  in  them  last  year  are  only  makeshifts  for  real  homes. 
In  pursuance  of  the  Council’s  policy  that  the  best  use  should 
be  made  of  all  available  housing  accommodation,  42  tenants 
were  allowed  either  to  exchange  houses  or  to  transfer  to 
houses  more  suited  to  their  respective  needs.  By  carefully 
selecting  new  tenants,  and  this  system  of  exchanges  and 
trcnsfers,  65  families  who  were  living  under  conditions  of 
overcrowding  no  longer  do  so.  Five  families  in  which  there 
is  a tuberculous  patient,  and  2 families  who  were  living  in 
houses  in  which  there  was  a tuberculous  patient,  were  re- 
housed. 

It  is  difficult  to  adequately  describe  the  seriousness  of 
the  housing  situation.  The  slowness  with  which  families 
greatly  in  need  of  better  living  accommodation  are  being 
re-housed  is  most  disappointing.  During  the  year  58  tradi- 
tional houses  and  20  permanent  prefabricated  houses  were 
completed,  the  Nissen  and  Tarran  Huts  in  Centenary  Road 
were  made  tolerably  comfortable,  and  the  huts  in  Mariners 
Street  are  also  being  converted  into  temporary  dwellings. 
But  despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  Council  and  the  officials, 
despite  the  many  hundreds  of  applicants  who  have  no  house 
of  their  own,  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities  with  Germany 
only  164  new  dwellings  have  been  completed  and  the  total 
number  of  new  tenancies  created  by  the  completion  of  new 
houses,  51  casual  vacancies  and  the  28  camp  hutted  dwellings, 
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is  243.  If  the  present  rate  of  building  houses  cannot  be 
speeded  up  it  will  be  nearly  ten  years  before  we  have  met 
current  needs,  and  at  the  same  time  older  properties  are 
rapidly  deteriorating  and  becoming  ripe  for  demolition.  As 
in  the  instance  of  the  unemployed  during  the  inter-war 
depressions  the  conscience  of  the  country  has  not  yet  been 
wakened  to  the  serious  effects  that  lack  of  proper  homes 
is  having  on  the  family  life,  health,  happiness,  temper, 
character  and  citizenship  of  many  thousands  of  our  fellow 
citizens. 

The  difficulties  causing  delay  in  the  execution  of  repair 
work  have  eased  very  slightly  during  the  year.  Ninety-seven 
statutory  and  452  informal  notices  were  served  during  the 
year.  Four  hundred  and  ninety-three  informal  notices  and 
92  statutory  notices  were  complied  with,  6 by  the  Council 
in  default  of  the  owners.  The  notices  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  the  year  were  195  informal  and  39  statutory,  which  is 
36  less  than  last  year.  Even  so,  far  too  much  of  the  time 
of  the  inspectors  has  had  to  be  devoted  to  revisits  to  property 
on  which  notices  have  been  served,  and  interviewing  owners, 
agents  and  contractors  in  efforts  to  speed  up  the  necessary 
repairs. 

The  routine  inspection  of  Council  houses  and  dealing  with 
applicants  for  Council  houses  takes  up  a good  part  of  my 
time. 

FOOD. — The  maintenance  and  improvement  of  good 
standards  of  hygiene  in  the  storing,  handling,  preparation  and 
sale  of  food  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  our  duties.  The 
Public  Cattle  Market  and  Slaughterhouse  still  continue  to  be 
used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  as  a livestock  collecting  centre 
and  controlled  slaughterhouse  respectively.  Except  in 
instances  of  obvious  illness  no  ante-mortem  inspection  of 
animals  takes  place.  The  lack  of  space  for  the  separate 
hanging  of  offals  makes  it  rather  difficult  to  carry  out  in 
their  entirety  the  recommendations  of  Memo  62/Foods  ; 
nevertheless  every  effort  is  made  to  inspect  and  judge  in 
conformity  with  the  criteria  set  out  in  that  document.  The 
large  number  of  diseased  carcasses  and  offals  prevented  from 
reaching  the  public  indicates  the  necessity  for  careful  inspec- 
tion. A cow  suffering  from  anthrax  was  brought  into  the 
slaughterhouse  to  be  dressed,  and  although  a correct  diagnosis 
was  made  as  soon  as  it  was  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  myself,  it  was  decided,  on  the  advice  of  the  officials 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  to  destroy  the 
carcasses  and  offals  of  22  calves,  5 pigs  and  4 sheep  that 
had  been  hanging  in  the  slaughtering  hall  while  the  diseased 
cow  carcase  was  being  dressed,  because  of  the  danger  that 
they  may  have  been  contaminated  by  the  movements  of  the 
slaughtermen.  The  slaughter  of  horses  at  the  slaughterhouse 
in  Albert  Street  was  discontinued  in  February  and  the 
slaughtering  hall  is  now  being  demolished.  Two  hundred  and 
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seventy-eight  horses  were  slaughtered  this  year,  making  a 
grand  total  since  inspection  began  of  8,470  horses.  The  total 
amount  of  fees  collected  for  this  service  was  £2,117/10/-. 
The  cessation  of  slaughtering  and  the  demolition  of  the 
slaughterhouse  remove  what  has  been  a serious  sanitary 
defect  for  many  years.  Routine  inspections  have  been  made 
of  all  premises  in  which  it  is  known  that  food  is  handled, 
and  whenever  faults  have  been  found  the  attention  of  the 
person  responsible  has  been  drawn  to  the  fault  and  a remedy 
asked  for.  The  general  standard  of  hygiene  among  food 
handlers  in  the  town  is  good,  but  there  is  always  room  for 
improvement  and  we  do  not  become  complacent. 

RODENTS. — The  Corporation  Refuse  Tip  at  Airmyn  Wood 
was  baited  in  January  and  67  dead  rats  were  found,  but  the 
total  kill  would  be  many  more.  The  tip  was  again  baited 
in  May  and  27  bodies  were  found.  The  tip  was  treated  with 
arsenical  baits  in  August,  and  although  no  bodies  were  found, 
there  would  no  doubt  be  a good  many  rats  killed. 

During  May  approximately  10%  of  the  sewer  manholes 
in  the  town  were  test  baited  with  damp  sausage  rusk.  The 
town  was  treated  in  two  sections,  the  dividing  line  being  the 
railway.  On  the  West  side  only  one  complete  take  was  regis- 
tered in  Back  Clifton  Gardens  beside  the  flour  mill  and  one 
doubtful  partial  take  at  the  junction  of  Byron  and  Weatherill 
Streets.  On  the  East  side  15  complete  takes  and  1 partial 
take  were  recorded.  I therefore  suggested  that  two  areas 
(a)  one  bounded  by  the  Boothferry  Road,  Weatherill  Street, 
Centenary  Road  and  Clifton  Gardens,  containing  62  manholes, 
and  (b)  one  bounded  by  Burlington  Crescent,  Lime  Tree 
Avenue,  Queensway,  Kingsway,  Marshfield  Road,  Hook  Road 
and  Victoria  Street,  containing  103  manholes,  should  be 
treated  by  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculure  and  Fisheries,  that  is,  four  ounces  of  plain  bait 
should  be  placed  in  each  manhole  on  each  of  two  successive 
days  and  on  the  third  day  8ozs.  of  poisoned  bait  should  be 
placed  in  each  manhole  where  takes  of  plain  bait  have  been 
recorded.  This  treatment  was  carried  out  in  July  with 
sausage  rusk  as  the  bait  and  zinc  phosphide  as  the  poison. 
On  the  East  side  it  was  estimated  that  40ozs.  of  poison  bait 
was  taken.  This  result,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  large 
number  of  no  takes  of  prebait  would  indicate  that  there  is 
little  infestation  of  sewers  in  this  area  and  that  such  infesta- 
tion is  localised  and  minor  in  character.  On  the  West  side 
the  old  sewerage  system  now  only  used  for  surface  water 
was  found  to  be  remarkably  free  from  rats.  The  only  evidence 
of  serious  infestation  was  in  the  foul  water  sewer  at  the 
rear  of  Weatherill  Street  where  a large  quantity  of  poison 
was  taken  and  some  bodies  found.  Although  during  the  year 
onV  17  complaints  of  rat  infestations  and  4 complaints  of 
mice  infestation  were  received,  every  effort  is  made  by  the 
inspectors  to  trace  the  source  of  infestation,  exterminate  the 
vermin  and  secure  the  necessary  works  to  remedy  any  struc- 
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tural  or  sanitary  defects  found  during  the  investigation  of 
the  complaint.  Where  business  premises  are  concerned  we 
continue  our  policy  of  attempting  to  train  one  of  the 
employees  in  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry. 

HORSE  SLAUGHTERHOUSE,  ALBERT  STREET— Two 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  horses  were  slaughtered  and  passed 
as  fit  for  human  consumption,  making  a grand  total  of  8,470 
sin*'  e the  service  was  started  in  1940.  The  total  amount  of 
fees  paid  for  the  services  of  the  Meat  Inspector  was 
£2,117/10/-. 

Slaughtering  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  February, 
and  the  slaughtering  hall  is  being  demolished. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  193G.  SECTION  154.— A rag 
dealer  was  prosecuted  for  exchanging  live  day-old  chickens 
for  rags  and  was  fined  £2. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1936.  SECTION  13— The 
occupier  and  manager  of  a tripe  shop  were  each  fined  £5 
for  contraventions  of  the  Act  regarding  cleanliness.

The  total  number  of  samples  of  milk  submitted  for 
laboratory  examination  was  461.  Three  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  samples  were  heat-treated  milk  and  72  samples  were 
raw  milk.  Ninety-two  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  samples 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  proved  satis- 
factory and  92%  of  the  total  number  of  samples  submitted 
to  the  Phosphatase  Test  proved  satisfactory.  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  of  the  samples  of  milk  from  the  only  processing 
plant  operating  within  the  Borough,  100%  (60  samples)  satis- 
fied the  M.B.  Test  and  98- 2%  (57  samples)  satisfied  the  Phos- 
phatase Test.  Excluding  this  firm.,  the  percentage  of 
satisfactory  samples  for  the  M.B.  Test  was  88- 5% 
(124  samples)  and  the  percentage  of  satis- 
factory samples  for  the  Phosphatase  Test  was  89%  (106 

samples).  Of  72  samples  of  raw  milk,  only  38  (52%)  satisfied 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  B.  Coli  was  present  in  37  samples 
and  absent  in  13.  Only  one  of  the  producers  concerned  is 
within  the  Borough,  the  other  six  are  outside  the  district  and 
beyond  our  control,  but  copies  of  the  report  on  each  sample 
have  been  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  districts  con- 
cerned Ten  samples  of  heat-treated  and  3 samples  of  raw 
milk  have  been  submitted  to  a Biological  Test  for  T.B.  with 
negative  results  in  each  instance.  Fortunately  only  a very 
small  quantity  of  raw  milk  is  sold  in  the  Borough  (about 
4%).  We  look  forward  to  the  day  when  only  two  sorts  of 
milk  will  be  allowed  to  be  sold  to  the  public  (a)  properly 
pasteurised  milk  in  sealed  containers  and  (b)  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  clean  milk  in  sealed  containers.  In  the  meantime 
it  is  very  disturbing  that  even  such  a small  percentage  of 
the  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  should  be  of  such  a low 
standard.  Seven  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  were  all  genuine. 
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LABORATORY  EXAMINATION  OF  HEAT  TREATED  MILK. 

Heat  treated  milk  is  subjected  to  two  tests  : A Methylene- 
Blue  Reduction  Test  for  keeping  quality  and  a Phosphatase  Test 
to  ascertain  whether  the  milk  has  been  kept  at  the  proper 
temperature  for  the  required  length  of  time.  389  samples  were

ICE  CREAM. 

150  samples  of  ice  cream  from  14  producers  were  sub- 
mitted for  examination.  Five  of  these  producers  have  their 
premises  inside  the  Borough,  and  the  premises  of  9 producers 
are  outside  the  Borough.  Of  66  samples  of  ice  cream  produced 
within  the  Borough  36  samples  (55%)  were  Grade  1, 12  samples 
(18%)  Grade  2,  12  samples  (18%)  Grade  3,  and  6 samples  (9%) 
Grade  4,  which  is  fairly  satisfactory  considering  the  many 
difficulties  which  have  been  experienced  in  getting  equipment, 
although  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  two  local  producers 
with  the  best  record  of  samples  operate  with  the  most  simple 
of  equipment.  Of  the  84  samples  of  ice  cream  produced 
outside  the  Borough  37  samples(44%)  were  Grade  1,  8 (9.5%) 
Grade  2,  19  (22.5%)  Grade  3,  and  20  (24% ) Grade  4.  A glance 
at  the  classified  tables  on  page  29  will  show  that  while  one 
large  producer  has  a very  good  record,  another  equally  large 
producer  has  a very  bad  record.  The  number  of  samples  from 
other  producers  is  too  small  to  establish  an  opinion  as  to  the 
efficiency  of  their  methods.  Of  the  total  samples  taken  49% 
are  Grade  1,  13%  Grade  2,  20%  Grade  3,  and  18%  Grade  4. 
The  Medical  Research  Council  have  suggested  that  over  a fairly 
long  period  ice  cream  produced  under  good  hygienic  conditions 
should  show  50%  in  Grade  1,  80%  in  Grades  1 and  2,  and  no 
samples  at  all  in  Grade  4.  We  still  have  some  progress  to  make 
all  round  before  we  can  show  a record  like  this. 
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LABORATORY  EXAMINATION  OF  ICE-CREAM. 


There  are  no  legal  standards  of  cleanliness  for  ice-cream. 
The  samples  are  classified  in  provisional  grades,  and  it  is 
regarded  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  hygienic  methods  of  pro- 
duction if  the  samples  consistently  show  50%  in  Grade  1, 
80%  in  Grades  1 and  2,  and  none  in  Grade  4.

The  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  industrial  smoke 
in  Goole  is  relatively  small.  The  most  serious  and  persistent 
nuisance  is  that  from  a laundry  chimney  in  the  centre  of 
the  town,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  promised  provision  of  a 
new  boiler  and  chimney  will  abate  the  nuisance.  For  a time 
there  was  a rather  serious  nuisance  from  a dairy  chimney, 
but  by  changing  over  to  coke  instead  of  coal  and  the  use 
of  forced  draught  the  nuisance  was  totally  abated.  The  only
